Aftec this accident and that at the 


One Hundred and Forty Persons 
Burned te Death. 
Lonpon, September 5. 
A theater at Exeter took fire this 
evening during the performance of 
“Romany Rye.”’ The occupants of 
the pit, after an awful struggle, es- 
caped, but many of them were greatly 
injured. There was only one exit 
trom the gallery, and the crush there 
was terrific. Scores were trodden un- 
derfoot and suffocated. A _ fire es- 
cape was brought to a window, and 
many inside were rescued. Sixty 
corpses have been removed. The 
mortality is estimated at 100. 


The scene in the theater when the 
fire broxe out was an awful one. 
Some men implored the audience to 
be calm, but it was impossible to 
check the frantic crush. 

The actors and actresses were taken 
from the windows with the aid of lad- 
ders. They lost everything except 
what they wore at the time. 


SICKENING DETAILS, 


Up to the present time 130 bodies 
have been recovered. They are al- 
most unrecognizable, Thirty injured 
survivors have been takeu to the bhos- 
pital, 

The flames overtook the people who 
' were wedged inan unmovable mass, 
and roasied them to death. Man 
who were rescued alive died soon af- 
ter being brought out of the burning 


building. ; 
Lonpon, September 6. 

The victims by the burniug of the 
Theater Royal last night were mosily 
working people. As svon as the 
flames were put out a large force be- 
gan searching for bodies. The stair- 
way leading to the gallery was liter- 
ally packed with bodies, while at the 
h of the stairs there were scores of 
others piled one on top of another. 
The unfortanate victims had rushed 
to the door when the alarm was given 
but found the stairway hlocked an 
escape cut off. In the meantime the 
flames had reached them and they 
suffered borrible deaths, 

There were pitiful scenes in the 
vicinity of the burning theater this 
morning, as friends and relations of 
supposed victims waited the recovery 
of bodies. In many caves, fathers 
and mothers both perished, and num- 
erous children are thus left without 
means of support. Several bodies 
were burned so that only small cin- 
ders remained. The number of per- 
sons severely injured is 60. It is 
feared the number of deaths will 
reach 140. __.. 

In nearly every case the clothing 
had been torn off the victims. From 
many bodies limbs were missing, 
and the remaius showed evidence 
that they had been wrenched off. 
Several whole families, numbering 
from two to five persons, were lost. 
Twenty persons were discovered in 
one heap. A mother, father and child 
were found clasped in one embrace. 

A telegram from Exeter at 5 o’clock 
this morning says that the fire is under 
control. People are distracted with 
auoxiety and are standing about the 
streets in the neighborhood of the 
theater in search of friends who at- 
tended last night’s performance. The 
hospitals are besieged by anxious ia- 
quiries fer friends. wenty buadly- 
burned persons who were admitted to 
the hospital died a few minutes after 
they were received,

TREATMENT ©F PRISONERS 


What the Sta.utes of the State 
Require. 

The following extracts from the 
statutes of the State may prove of 
interest to those who are endeavor- 
ing to solve the ‘‘vag’’ proposition: 


Section 2150 of the Baily and 
Hammond compilation—Ali pris- 
oners sentenced by the Judge of any 
District Court, or by the Justices of 
the Peace of any Justice Court, and 
sentenced to a term’ of imprison- 
ment in any county, city, or town 
jail, shall be deemed to have been 
also sentenced to labor during such 
term, unless the Judge or Justice of 
the Peace sentencing such prisoner, 
for good cause, orders otherwise. 

Section 2152—In case any pris- 
oner or prisoners are disobedient or 
disorderly, or do not faithfully per- 
form their task, the said officers 
having charge of them may infli>t 
Seaman upon them by confin- 


ng them in dark and solitary cells, | 


etc. 

Section 4470—All male ma 
having the physical ability to 
work, convicted 
imprisoned on judgment therefor, 
may be required to perform labor 
on the public works, buildings, 
grounds, or ways in the county, 
and the Sheriff or other person bav- 
ing them in charge while perform- 
ing such labor, may, in his discre- 
tion, employ any usual, reasonable, 
humane, and sufiicient means to 
guard against and prevent. such 
prisoner escaping from custoly 
while being so employed. 

Section 4772—If an 
grant convicted under this Act, hav- 
ing the physical ability to work wheoa 
required to do so, as herein provided 
he may, as a punishment, be force 
to work by being compelled to “pack 
sand,” or carry other material and 
weight from p to place, or to per- 


ferm other labor not unreasonable, | 
inbuman, or too burdensome, until be | 


declares himself willing to work, and 
does work as required; or in. lieu 
thereof he may, in the discretion of 


| the Sheriff, be confined in a cell of the 


jail and be fed upon no other. food ex- 
cept bread and water, until he de- 
clares himself ready to work, as re- 
quired herein; but both methods of 
~-punisbment herein prescribed shall in 
no instance be inflicted at the same

Mr. Kuust is literally enjoying 
life under the shade of his own vine 
and fig tree. The rangh owned by 
him is 240 acres in extent andis lo- 
cated about one mile from the 
beautiful little town of Cloverdale. 
The situation is romantic, and the 
ideal of all that is lovely and desir- 
able asarural home. That portion 
of the ranch under immediate cul- 
tivation is on the border of a, little 
valley, through which winds the 
Russian river, the residence and 
grounds surrounding being situated 
on a plateau overlooking and giving 
a maguificent view of the valley 
below. Springing from the base of 
the hills are numerous living

The vineyard is about acres 
in extent and in the highest possi- 
ble state of cultivation. There are 
about 30 varieties of the choicest 
grapes known, and to your corre- 
spondent, to whom the privilege 
had never before been accorded, 
the sigbt was a glorious one. The 
vines were loaded to repletion, and 
plucking cluster after cluster he re- 
galed himself only to be tempted 
to renew the feast as he wandered 
through the vineyard by other and 
more tempting varieties. The 
greater portion of the vineyard is 
devoted to Zinfandel grapes, from 
which a superior quality of claret 
is manufactured, though other 
vives, such as Burgundy, Reisling, 
Angelica, ports and sherries are 
manufactured. The present season 
Mr, Kunust will produce about 8,000 
gallons of wine, and the reputation 
of bis wines is already such that he 
cannot begin to suPpry the demand 
for them. While Mr. Knust de- 
votes hia attention principally to 
grapes, he does not wholly ne- 
glect other fruits, as is attested 
by the beautiful orchard which 
lies in front of the residence. The 
varieties of peaches, plums, apri- 
cots, apples, olives, etc., are all of 
the choicest—indeed, no others are 
peroitted to grow. Mr. Koust bas 
applied an intelligent system of 
eulture. When any fruit was 
found deficient he has grafted on 
the stock a choicer variety, and as 
a result he bas none but fruit that 
finds a ready market. The valley 
in which Mr. Koust resides is di- 
rectly within the ‘thermal! belt,’ 
aud he contemplates planting an 
orange orchard the coming season.
